Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants mainly argue that "...Tsunashima 
discloses pads 7. However, there are no through electrodes extending through pads 7 in Tsunashima. Thus, Tsunashima teaches directly 
away from the invention of claim I because the reference does not even use through-electrodes which extend through pads 7 .... " Note 
that the instant invention does not recite through electrodes extending through pads. Rather, the instant invention recites that chips are 
stacked and each chip has the pads with multiple through electrodes (connecting plugs). Tsunashima shows a stacked chip arrangement 
with a through electrode in a pad. Yu is further referred to show a chip having multiple through electrodes within a pad. Therefore, the 
combined teachings of Tsunashima and Yu would result in a structure recited in the instant invention. Applicants further argue that "... 
referring to Fig. 2 of Yu, it is clear that the plugs 28 are not formed 'within' the metal pads 22, 26. Instead, plugs 28 in Yu are formed on 
(on top or below) the metal pads 22, 26 - not 'within' pads as called for in claim 1 . " Fig. 1 of Yu clearly shows that plus are formed within 
the pad 24. A cross-sectional view of Yu shows that plugs 28 in Yu are formed on (on top or below) the metal pads. Note that a cross- 
sectional view of the instant invention also shows that plugs (through electrodes) are formed on (on top or below) the metal pads. 
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
